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Rocket Blast at 


«Cape Kennedy 


Injures Eight 


CAPE KENNEDY, Fla. (AP) 


—Eight persons were injured, 
several seriously, today when 
a rocket engine being joined 
with a space payload ignited in 
^a checkout building. 


Initial reports said the rocket 


exploded. But the National Aer- 
onautics and Space Administra- 
tion used the word ignited in a 
statement. There was no im- 
mediate word on whether the 
fiye-foot-tall 
solid 
propellent 


rocket blew apart after the ig- 
nition. 


A NASA spokesman said the 


accident occurred as an Orbit- 
ing Solar Observatory (OSO) 


was being mated with the third 
stage of a Delta rocket for a 
series of pre-launch checks in 
a building referred to as a spin- 
test facility. 


The OSO was to have been 


launched next Tuesday to ex- 
plore sun-earth relations. The 
spacecraft was damaged. 


NASA said eight persons were 


^injured, several seriously. They 
"were rushed by Air Force am- 


bulance to hospitals in nearby 
Cocoa Beach and Patrick Air 
Force Base. 


Sidney Dagle was reported in 


critical condition at Cape Can- 
averal Hospital in Cocoa Beach. 
L.D. Gabel was reported satis- 
factory. The other six were 
taken to Patrick, where at least 
one was reported critical. 
} The Air Force reported "This 


is the first serious incident of 
its kind in 14 years of opera- 
tions and over 1,400 missile 
launchings" at Cape Kennedy. 


A total of 10 persons have 


died in accidents on the Cape 
since it began operation in 19SO. 


One died when a flare pack-

..checkout June 14, 1960. Nine 
-'8 others, received minor injuries 


in the accident. 


Three men have been killed 


in falls from missile gantries 
and one in a fall from a ladder 
while servicing a Snark missile. 
Another fell to his death from 
a radio transmitting antenna. 
Two men died in auto accidents, 
one was electrocuted when a 
crane touched a power line, and 


£ a security guard was killed by 


lightning.

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Chance for Increase in Basic 
Retirement Pay Under Social 
Security Bright This Year 


By EDOND L1BRITON 
WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


chances of an increase in the 
basic retirement payment under 
Social Security appear to be 
bright this year. 


Such an increase could be a 


by-product—and 
perhaps 
the 


only immediate result—of the 
continuing pressure for a feder- 
al old age health plan added to 
the Social Security System. 


Another 
possible 
outcome 


would be a revamping of the 
present state-federal system of 
medical care for the aged to 
take in a broader income brack- 
et and to de-emphasize what 
many critics regard as the wel- 
fare aspects of the program. 


These were the prospects 


as the House Ways and Means 
Committee 
scheduled 
more 


closed-door discussions of the 
Social Security health care plan 
President Johnson backs—and 
of related matters, covering a 
broad field. 


An increase in the retirement 


payment would fit in well with 
Johnson's antipoverty program 
and would not be likely to 
arouse anything like the oppo- 
sition that has resisted every 
move to add health care to the 
Social Security System. 


There has been no over-all in- 


crease in the old age retirement 
payment since Jan. 
1, 1959. 


However, in August 1961,. the 
minimum 
payment 
was 
in- 


creased from $33 to $40 a month. 
The 
monthly maximum 
for 


those fully covered now is $127 
at age 65. Wives 65 or older 
receive half their husbands' ben- 
efits. 
Optional reduced 
pay- 


ments may be had at ages be- 
tween 62 and 65. 


A majority of the Ways and 


Means Committee, which han- 
dles all Social Security legisla- 
tion, is understood still to oppose 
the medical care plan. 


But some of those who oppose 


it are known to be,willing to.con- 
sider an increase in the old age 
benefit, based on the argument 
that the slow but continuous in- 
crease in living costs has erod- 
ed the means of older persons 
dependent on Social Security. 


Presumably, many members 


of Congress would welcome an 
opportunity to cast an election 
year vote "for the old folks," 
without becoming embroiled in 
the emotion-filled controversy 
over medical care.

nest Henderson, a dry, spare 
proper Bostonian with deep-set 
blue eyes, has two goals left. 


He'd like to write a hit song, 


and he'd like to operate a bil- 
lion-dollar system of 300 hotels. 


"I don't know when I'll turn 


out a popular song that is real- 
ly popular—although I did get 
a $1.65 royalty check for one," 
he said. "But we hope to have 
the 300 hotels in 10 or a dozen 
years. 


As chairman 
of 
Sheraton 


Corp. of America, he now oper- 
ates a system of 90 hotels with 
some 36,000 rooms that served 
15 million guests and did a bus- 
iness of $234 million in 1963. 


Henderson and his Harvard 


classmate, Robert Moore, co- 
founder of the Sheraton system, 
became innkeepers by accident. 


In 1937 they were in the busi- 


ness of building battery radios. 
As an investment they bought 
control of a small real estate 
investment trust for $10,000. 


"One of the properties turned 


out to be a hotel — and we've 
betn in the field ever since," 
saiti Henderson. In 27 years he 


and Moore parlayed their $10,- 
000 into an empire with assets 
of $350 million, 24,000 employes 
and about 19,000 stockholders. 


The two partners direct their 


enterprises from a small, old- 
fashioned 
office 
they 
share 


which overlooks Boston harbor. 


Henderson has a simple, di- 


rect business philosophy: "When 
you work at something, you like 
to see something come out of 
it—results." 


"The main factor in success 


is the determination to succeed. 
What defeats most people is in- 
sufficient follow - through. They 
become 
too 
easily 
discour 


aged," he said. 


"There's another thing I be- 


lieve is important. That's to 
give a fair break to the fellow 
you're dealing with, so you can 
make further deals with that 
same person later, deals that 
are advantageous to you both." 


Henderson also likes to give 


attention to the small details of 
any hotel he visits. One of his 
pet peeves is glaring, high-pow- 
ered bulbs in the kitchens. He 
believes they caus unconsciouse 
strain on the help and orders 
them replaced with softer light- 
ing.

Cuban Coins Hare 
All But Disappeared 


MIAMI, Fla. (AP)-The Cu- 


ban Economists Association in 
exile said today that virtually 
all coins have disappeared from 
circulation in Cuba. 


Jose Alvarez Diaz, president 


of the association, said the Cu- 
ban government announced last 
February it planned to recall 70 
million pesos in coins and cur- 
rency from circulation to com- 
bat inflation. 


He said the government is 


getting 20 million pesos worth 
of coins of lighter metal to re- 
place those withdrawn.

not necessarily more 
sincere 


about his feelings than the man 
who takes awhile to ascertain 
his true feelings. 


Instead of proving honesty, 


this only proves immaturity. If 
you tell this young man that 
you want to marry him, when 
you've only dated him a cou- 
ple of times, you'll be proving 
much more than your honesty. 
You'll be proving that after a 
few dates, you're ready to com- 
mit yourself to a life-long part- 
ner. 


It would indicate that you 


have no regard for his thoughts 
and feelings, since he's made 
no sign that his thoughts and 
feelings are in the same vein. 
And you would be deliberately
